The Kirkwood Accommodation Goes Out. 

At the Pacific yards this morning the same 
good order prevailed that has characterized 
the strike at this point throughout. A deeper 
interest was manifest, however, by the earlier 


gathering of the crowd. The report that the 
engineers and firemen would stand by the 
company and that three freights would be 
taken out was responsible for the apprehen- 
sion that acted as a magnet for the interested 
eople. At 6:20 a. m., engine 256, witn 
engineer Chris Clark and Fireman McKinney, 
started down from the shops to take out 
a passenger train. At the critical Ewing ave- 
nue — mg Mckinney jumped from his 
lace when the men called to him to do so. 
he engine went back. Thirty minutes later 
a second attempt was made with another fire- 
man, not of the Brotherhood. This time the, 


was unknown to him, and he could not be ex- 
pected to make a run without 
a competent assistant. Matters rest 
ed thus until 8:15, when engine 
232, with Gilbert at the throttle and Donaldson 
on the fireman’s side, passed without opposi- 
tion to the Union Depot to take out passenger 
train No.5, Kirkwood accommodation. At 
10:05 she passed west with thetrain. No de- 
mand was made on either fireman or engineer 
and the Kirkwood accommodation proceeded 
on her way after a moment’s stop at the 
shops. The stop was only for afew minutes, 
and forthe purpose of taking on H. H. Hac- 
kett, anew fireman. 


An Engine Killed. 

The Kirkwood accommodation that left at 
10:08 a. m. reached Kirkwood and was return- 
ing with ten passengers when it was met at the 
Tower Grove Station by a body of men. The 


fireman, Hackett, refused to proceed and the 
train was backed into the siding of the Cotton 
Compress Company. Hackett and the 
train crew walked in and reported 
that the engine was dead. The 
fire had been dumped by some unknown 
party. A call was made for an engineer and 
fireman t t to the relief of the dead 
train. A fremanwas told that he was the 
next to go out and was wanted at the shops. 
He answered tnat ag he had not had his din- 
ner he was going tollook for some, and so left. 
The latter incident gimply shows the continued 
sympathy of the engine men for the strikers. 

Fireman Hackety was seen after his pedes- 
trian effort from the Tower Grove siding. He 
said that a body of men unknown to him had 
side-tracked the train and dumped the 
fire. They ‘had done the correct 
thing by the — as the work had been skill - 
fully accomplished, and the fire box left unin- 
ree. a result that required an experienced 

and. At 12:45 another accommodation passed 
Outasfar as the shops with engine No. 256. 
At the above point Fireman Tyree 
left the engine and refused to go further. One 
of * men then took his place and the 
train continued on its way. he probability, 
however, is that it will not reach its destina- 
tion. Engine 869, under a heavy guard of 
special po left at 1 p. m. for the relief of 
the dead train.

JACKSONVILIE, FA., March 15.—Mr. Jay 
Gould to-day, speaking for the first time re 
specting the strike by the Knights of Labor on

A COMPLET2S SURPRISE 
to me for two reasons. 

“1. Wehad avcéeded to all the demands which 
had been made upon us by our employes and 
were supposed to be working in harmony 
with them. 

‘2, The present strike is made upon an issue 
with which we will have nothing to do, and 
which we cannot possibly arbitrate or control. 

„The present strike, continued Mr. Gould, 
‘originates in the discharge of an employe 
named Hall on the Texas & Pacific, which road 

is in the hands of the United States Court. We 

have no more right to attempt to control the 
working of that system than the workingmen 
themselves and would be as completely in 
contempt to attempt to do soas any other out- 
sider.’’ Rogarding another aspect of the strike 
MR. GOULD SAID: 
“The pubiic may not be aware of it, but the 
same issue was raised when some men were 
discharged on the Wabash Railway at 
a time when it was in the 
control of the United States Court. 


Mr. Pot gotly, Chief of the Executive Commit- 


tes of the Knights of Labor, calledupon me to 
secure the reinstatement of these men. The sub - 
ject was then fully discussed and I told Mr. 
Powderly that Ihad no power in the matter, 
noteven an advisory, without arequest from 
the court. <At that interview I told 
Mr. Powderty that if any grievances 
existed among our men, 1 he would bring 
them to our attention we would endeavor to 
rightthem. We recognized the necessity of 
remaining on good terms with our people, i to 
whom one-half of the earnings of the road go 
yearly. 

THE PRESENT STRIKE.

THE BIG OIL BLAZE. 


— — 


Heavy Loss by the Toledo Fire — Incendi- 
aries and Robbers Caught. 

TOLEDO, O., March 15.—The mills’ of the 
Toledo Linseed Oil Company which burned 
last night, were among the largest in the 
country. The origin of the fire is unknown, 
the theory of spontaneous combustion and 
that of incendiarism, both having supporters. 
The building where the fire started was 
devoted to a new patented process for extract- 
ing the oil from the crushed seed by percola- 
tion, naphtha being the agent employed to 
effect this. There were over one hun- 
dred barrels of this dangerous fluid in 
the building stored in iron tanks, 
which exploded almost simultaneously. The 
shock was like an earthquake. The fire de- 
partment had not yet reached the scene, and 
there were but few spectators or the loss of 
life would have been terrible. Frank Long- 
more and William Kirkham,two Lake Shore 
Railway employes, were standing across the 
street from the building and the broad.sheet 
of flame was driven across, enveloping them, 
scorching off their hair and eyebrows, and 
burning their hands and faces till the skin 
hung in shreds.

In the leisure 
thus obtained that corporation is engaged 
in devising new laws for the government 
of the people, and the first fruit 
of its industrious excogitation was 
given to the public Saturday af- 
ternoon in the shape of an applica- 
tion to one of the courts for a legal in- 
junction of remarkable scope and still 
more remarkable novelty. 

An injunction to restrain a large num- 
ber of reputable and orderly citizens from 
committing crime is a legal novelty which 
had not previously suggested itself even 
to the fertile imagination of GILBERT and 
SULLIVAN. But the only place for such 
an injunction is evidently not in the grave 
courts of Themis, but on the boards of the 
comic Thespis. 

Malicious trespass is a crime under the 
statutes. It is classified under the head of 
‘‘Crimes and Punishments,’’ and it takes 
its place there with arson, slander, em- 
bezzlement and all the list of criminal of- 
fenses known to thelaw. Now, norailroad 
king, nor even a pirate king, would think 
of applying for an injunction to restrain 
his ex-employes from committing arson or 
slander. Perhaps we are only at the be- 
ginning of a new era, and that under rail- 
road law burglary, embezzlement, breach 
of the peace and even piracy will be re- 
strained by injunction. Who knows? 

It may be our lack of comprehension, 
but we fail to appreciate the new uses of 
the injunction. Weare compelled to say 
that the failure ofthe railroad corporation 
to run its freight trains is not more com- 
plete than its failure to set itself up as a 
new institution and to place the statutes of 
Missouri on a new basis. Our friendly advice 
to it would be to abandon the attempt to 
introduce legal novelties and to try its 
hand at the plain, old-fashioned function 
of running a railroad,

THE REMOVALS CONTROVERSY. 


ing the Senate. 

New York, March 15.—The Herald this 
morning publishes a long interview with Gen. 
Benj. F. Butler in regard to the difficulty be- 
tween the President and the Senate. ‘‘I have 
been, said Gen. Butler, much interested in 
the subject ot this dispute between the Presi- 
dent and Senate, not because [have any care 
asto who or who is not in office, but because 
I see a great departure from the manner in 
which the earlier Presidents, especially Wash- 
ington, treated the Senate, and also from the 
manner in which the earlier Senators treated 
the Cabinet and the President himself. The 
first executive session of the Senate was held 
on the 25th of May, 1789, and that was in re- 
gard to atreaty which had not been made, 
and on the 2ist of July, they ordered the 
Secretary of Foreign Affairs to attend the 
Senate the next day and bring with him such 
papers as are necessary to give full informa- 
tion relative to the consular convention be- 
tween France and the United States, and on 
the 22d of July the Secretary of Foreign Af- 
talrs attended agreeably to this order, and 
made the necessary explanation. Senator 
Thomas H. Benton, in giving an account of 
these proceedings makes the following note: 
‘These entries in relation to the Secretary of For- 
eign Affairs show the earliest method of communica- 
vio i give explanations and bring” papers-a method 
—. 1. — — The earlier Senators lamented 


the change, believing the old way to be the best for 
getting information that was wanted and the best 

— against the appointment of incompetent 
Secretaries. 

/ WASHINGTON’S METHOD. 

„Thus, continued Gen. Butler, it will be 
seen the Senate brought the Secretary in, and 
sat him down and made him answer ques- 
tions, Again: 
On Monday, August 3, 1789, the Senate entered 
into executive business, and the President communi- 
cated to them a list of about 100 appointments as col- 
lectors, naval officers, surveyors, etc. The Senate 
advised and consented to about one-half of the 
list, and the rest were laid over until the next day, 
when the Senate again entered upon executive busi- 
ness, and advised and consented to all the remainder 
of the list presented the day before, one excepted. 
„Now then, still following Benton's record, 
we find the following message ot President 
Washington was laid before them: 
GENTLEMEN OF THE SENATE:—My nomination of 
Benj. Fishbourn, for the place of Naval Officer of the 
Port of Savannah, not having met with your concar-

JACK DEMPSEY KNOCKS OUT LA BLANCHE 
AT RYE, N. V., 


Thus Winning the Middle-Weight Champion- 
ship of America and $3,000—An Account 
ot the Fight by Rounds—Caruthers Says 
ne Will Come—Sweeney and Weich Arrive— 
Naso Ball Gossip and Sporting Notes. 

New YORK, March 15.—The long-talked of

ye, a point on the boundary line between 
\ew York and Connecticut. The closest 
secrecy was maintained as to all the arrange- 
ments in order to avoid the trouble which pre- 
vented the men coming together last 
week. The terms of the battle 
were & fight to a finish with 
light gloves, according to Marquis of Queens- 
perry rules. The prinoipals were requested to 
break at the call of the referee, and when a 
“knock down’’ occurred that the standing 
man should wait until the referee had decided 
whether the fallen man had been done up“ 
or not. The stakes were $1,000a side and a 
purse of $2,000, made up by several well-known 
gentlemen of this city. Both men were look- 
ing well. The Marine was not as tall as Demp- 
sey but weighed a few pounds more. He 
turns the scales at 148%, while Dempsey’s 


weight was 144%. Aboutforty men witnessed 
the fight and the strictest of order was ob- 
served. Time was called and the men went at 
each other. 

THE BATTLE. 

Round 1. The men faced each other coolly 
and determinedly, Dempsey standing remark- 
ably high above his adversary, who was com- 
pact, lithe, and resolutely bent on being the 
aggressor. The Marine tried a little one with 
his right, landing on Dempsey’s breast. This 
was not very effective, but it was swiftly fol- 
lowed by another with his right on the ribs, 
and still another with his left full on Demp- 
sey’s breast, which sent him back against 
the ropes. Then Dempsey shifted round 
and tried to change the Marine’s tactics 
with feints with his left, which, however, did 
not check the advance of LaBilanche, until 
Dempsey succeeded in putting in a stinger on 
his antagonist’s neck. This stopped him for 
an instant, then seemed to anger him, and 
gathering himself together he went for Demp- 
sey with both hands straight and vigorously, 
landing his right on the New Yorker’s ribs, 
and made a serious abrasion of the skin. 
Time was called, and they went to their cor- 
ners amid a duletude that was simply phe- 
nomenal. 

DEMPSEY AGAINST THE ROPES. 

Round 2. The Marine was 2 briskly and 
started in to force the fighting. He looked and 
felt confident. Dempsey smiled as of old 
and came jauntily to thescratch. The Ma- 
rine was bent upon effective work and rushed 
his man against the ropes, administering se- 
vere — blows which were always coun- 
tered by Dempsey with his left. This round 
ended in nobody’s favor. Indeed, it was said 
that it was anybody’s fight,’’ with a slight 
upward tendency in the Marine’s stock. 

JACK WINS FIRST BLOOD. 

Round 3. The Marine was again lively at the 
scratch. He commenced fighting at once. His 
object evidently was to drive Dempsey into a 
corner and punch him at short-afm distance. 
He was partially successful. He let go his 
right at the head, was short, but got home 
with his left a sounding thwack on Dempsey's 
body. The latter broke ground and resolved 
to changé the tactics. He became very shifty, 
and, like a clever general, at once began to 
= for the Marine’s eyes in the hope of blind- 

ug him. In the course of this round Dempsey 
proved himself a marvelous boxer, a great 
tactician and a thoroughly game fellow. The 
Marine dropped Kis head in an attempt to de- 
liver his right on Dempsey’s jugular, but was 
short and caughta severe upper cut in the 
face which drew the cla*et from his nose, and 
first blood was claimed ad allowed for Demp- 

sey. . 

THE MARINE AGGRESSIVE. 
Round 4. The Marin“ was very strong and 
very aggressive, but could not get home his 

Tight on Dempsey’s neck. forced the 

fighting and tied hard to do his man up. He 

hit Dempsey several times on the body, and 
finally they clinched at the ropes and broke at 
the referee’s orders. Hereafter Dempsey got 
in afew straight left-handers on lanche’s 
face and raised a very large-sized mouse on 
his right eye. 

A CUT IN THE CHEER. 

Round 5. Dempsey and LaBianche came to- 
gether like two prairie buffalos. It was give 
and take, and at the close it was seen that the 
Marine had a very bad cut on his left cheek- 
bone, from which the blood streamed down 
over his breast. Time was called and both 
men went to their corners. 

IN FIGHTING. 

Rounds 6, 7 and 8 were characterized by 
such close-in fi hting that it was almost im- 

ossible to tell just how it would allend. The 
larine's face was swollen and bleeding copi- 
ously. He spat out a tooth or two, which 
showed Jack Dempsey’s remarkable skill with 
his left hand. The latter’s body was badly 
bruised. 

Kound 9. There was another rally with ter- 
rible give and take fighting. 

Round 10. In this, after hard hitting, the 
Marine and Dempsey clinched. The referees 
shouted ‘‘Break.’’ The Marine dropped his 
hands in obedience, and received a stunning 
knock-down blow from Dempsey. Foul was 
Claimed, but not allowed. 

DEMPSEY STILL FRESH. 

Round ll. In this round Dempsey came up 
& trifle fresher than the Marine and began to 
force the fighting. He was met half way b 
the Marine, but the New Yorker’g terrible left 
kept visiting the Bostonian’s visage likea 
piston-rod, doing awful execution. Blood 
flowed freely from the Marine, who, neverthe- 
less, fought back gamely and wickedly with 
both hands, e Dempsey more than he 
ever was punished before in his eer in the 
ring.

Dempsey’s body 
was covered with abrasions and his face was 
marked here and there. 

Round 12. Again the men came together in 
dead earnest. It was give and take; both very

Comments of the Press on the Additional 
Tax Burden—Outlines of Two Bills—Cham- 
berlain Denies Rumors of His Gontemplated 
Resignation — Earthquake in Spain—No St. 
Patrick’s Day Celebration in Ulster— 
Foreign News,

Loxbox, March 15.—A paragraph in yester- 
day's Observer, professing to be inspired, stat- 
ing that the Irish land bill is to be presented 
to the Cabinet and that the figures reached a 
truly colossal sum, has set the heme rule ball 
rolling again faster than ever. ‘Ag the time 
forthe disclosure of Gladstone’s plans ap- 
proaches, passions are growing hotter, <A 
notion of what Gladstone must face 
and overcome before he can accomplish home 
rule can be gained from the editorials in this 
morning’s papers. The Daily News, the only 
London journal supporting Gladstone, does 
not mention the subject. 

The Times says: ‘‘An addition of £200,000,000 
to £220,000,000 to the national debt is the esti- 
mated cost to the British taxpayer for the lux- 
ury of permitting the author of the abortive 
land bills of 1870-1881 to carry out another of 

HIS INTERESTING EXPERIMENTS. 
Anannual burden of £5,000,000 to £6,000,000 
to be borne dy ourselves and trans- 
mitted to the unborn generations, who will 
not have the satisfaction of listening to Glad- 
stone’s lucid expositions, will, perhaps, ap- 
pear to some among us a rather ‘high price 
even for so much honor. We do not believe 
that the people of this country will be im- 
posed upon by the sham if their proper 
leadersand teachers have the courage and 
manliness to do their duty. , 

The Standard says: ‘‘When the people of 
England and Scotland are asked to assume the 
responsibility for a loan of £150,000,000 
or £200,000,000—mark the sum—they will 
assuredly ask sentimental prophets to show 
that the risk is not as gratuitous as it 
is beyond all question serious. The bare 
idea is monstrous. Five years ago Gladstone 
himself would have denounced such a pro- 
posal as the act of a lunatic.’’ 

The Chronicle says: The large body of 
Moderate Liberals, who have no great 
love for the advanced policy of conces- 
sion to Ireland, will be glad to find that 
Gladstone’s proposal is open to an objection 
which can plausibly be urged without laying 
them open to a charge of political treachery.’’ 

The Telegraph says: ‘‘English people are 
to see their realm broken up, their national 
debt increased by at least 5100, 000, 000, because 
Morley is too gentle to give orders to the po- 
lice to avoid what is called coercion, which is 
simply the exeution of the ordinary law. We 
have all to run fiscal risks and submit to dis- 
integration to face the probability, we might 
say the certainty, of a ciyil war, because we 
lack courage to repress riots. Weincur rev- 
olutions, we are governed by gushing, good- 
natured and flabby politicians, who, like 
James I, hate the sight of a drawn sword, and 
cannot bear to say no to the popular demand.’’ 

Iam able to sey that the members of the 
Oabinet deny the truth of the Observer’s story.

THE OUTLINES OF TWO BILLS,

I have excellent reasons to believe that these 
are unfounded. Chamberlain will act with 
Gladstone. Trevelyan is much more likely 
to go.

LONDON, March 15.—It is stated that the ex- 
propriation of the landlords will require £200, -

THE IRISH MEASURE.

Gladstone’s scheme for the government of 
Ireland proposed the establishment of a single 
chamber Parliament at Dublin, and embodies 
the principle of minority representation. 
Ireland will continue to send members to 
Westminster, not in proportion to her popula- 
tion but in proportion to her contribution to 
the imperial revenue. Under this scheme 
there would probably be thirty Irish members 
of Parliament. The police aretobe disarmed 
and be under control of the government at 
Dublin. Provision was made for the use of 
the imperial forces when needed for the 
safety of life and property. The government 
at Dublin will not have power toimpose duties 
on British goods, to treat with foreign powers, 
to employ the revenues of the country for the 
endowment of any religiousbody, or pass 
measures impairing the validity of contracts.’’ 

RESIGNED. 

The Globe states that at the Cabinet meeting 
held Saturday evening, Mr. Trevelyn, Secre- 
tary for Scotiand, and formerly Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland, and Mr. Ed Henigage, Chan. 
ecellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, both ten- 
dered their resignations, The reason given by 
both gentlemen for their action, says the 
Globe, was their disinclination to support the 
Irish policy outlined at the meeting by Mr. 
Gladstone as that which he decided to pursue. 

BELT CONVICTED.

The Situation at Galveston, Tex.—Grievance 
of C., B. & Q. Engineers. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DiIsPaTcH. 

GALVESTON, TEX., March 15.—The determin- 
ation of the Knights of Labor, as expressed in 
their order removing the restrictions against 
the handling of boycotted freight, is regarded 


here as the virtual end of the boycott, 
notwithstanding the Knights stoutly main- 
tain it is still in full force and 
that they will 1 11 reach the 
Mallory line. The disaffection in their ranks 
is rapidly spreading through this class, who 
do not believe inextreme measures, and are 
too much in the minority to control the voice 
of the assemblies here. Those inclined 
to push matters to an earl 
issue and a test of the relative 
strength of labor ainst capital are ex 
tremely reticent regarding future movements. 
As the first step they will to-morrow publish 
a lengthy review of the dealings of, 
the laborer with the Mallory line, dating from 
a ti me five yearsago. In railroad circles there 
are no new developments. Business 
is progresssing as usual, except 
over the Missouri Pacific system out 
of here. The mercantile community have 
ceased to pay any attention tothe boycott, 
and do not seem to care what the Kuights do. 
The city is full of idle labor, white and black, 
ready to fill vacancies at a moment’s notice. 
No one anticipates violence, though if it does 
— the merchants say it will be promptly 
met. 


Dissatisfied Engineers. 

CuHIcAaGO, March 15.—The statement is pub- 
lished here this morning that the C. B. & O. 
railway engineers have a grievance which 
may result in a general strike along the line. 


A week ago the brotherhood sent a committee 
to Chicago to interview the officers. Thecom- 
mittee has had several interviews with Gen- 
eral Manager H. B. Stone of the road, but to 
no purpose, he claiming that he had no au- 
thority to grant their request for concessions 
on the entire system. The committee is now 
waiting the return of Vice-President Potter, 
who is daily expected from the West. What 
the men chiefly want is a revision of the 
schedule of wages. The claim is not so much 
for an advance of wages as for the better clas- 
sification of them. The men who make over- 
time want a more definite statement as to their 
rate of pay. The members of the committee dont 
— — that they will be compelled to strike, 
believing that their demands are reasonable 
and will be readily granted. The C. B. &Q. 
has been very fortunate in the past in this re- 
gard, all differences having been amicably and 
satisfactorily adjusted.

The election 
officers shall be sworn or affirmed not to disclose how 
any voter shall have voted, unless 1 to do 80 
as witnesses in a judicial presess ng: Provided, 
That in all cases of contested elections the ballots 
cast may be counted, compared with the list of voters 
and examined under such safeguards and regulations 
as may be prescribed by law. 
Judge Van Wagoner also quoted from section

TELEPHONE TALK. 


ORAL COMMUNICATION BETWEEN NEW 
YORK CITY AND WASHINGTON. 


— 


A Successful Test in New York City—Parties 
in Washington and New York Carry on & 
Conversation by Telephone—The Multiple 
Transmitter. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. b 
New Tonk, March 15.—‘‘Hullo, Hullo!’’ 
**Who are you!“ 
„A reporter for the Won. Who are 


you?’ 

„I'm the WORLD correspondent at Washing - 
ton. 

The reporter was in the office of the United 


Lines Telegraph Company in this city, and the 
correspondent was at Willard’s Hotel in the 
capital of the United States. The conversa- 
tion was the first public communication held 
orally between the two cities. The distance is 
228 miles. The means by which it was carried 
on wasa telephone, equipped with the mul- 
tiple transmitter, patented by Wm. C. Turn- 
dull of Baltimore, Md., February 23, 1856. 
There were at the New York end of the wire 
Mr. C. T. Barberie, Chief Electrician of the 
United Lines Company, Mr. W. L. Paine, who 
controls the Turnbull patents; Dr. H. E. 
Waite, an expert electrician; who had control 
of the test, anda large number of reporters. 
Mr. A. W. Rose, an associate of Dr. Waite, 
had charge of the testin Washington, and at 
his end of the wire were a number of friends, 
Gen. A. J. Warner of Ohio, Sir Alexander 
Stuart, Prime Minister of Australia, his son 
and Mr. John Adams of New York; Congress- 
man James Floyd and Col. Thomas Cox of 
Chicago, S. T. Cowl of the Signal Service, Geo. 
B. Corkill, and sixty correspondents repre- 
senting all the leading papers of the country. 
d THE MESSAGE. 

The first message sent over the wire was the 
following from the WORLD correspondent: 

‘*It is expected that the examination of Dr.

Attorney-General 
Gariand and Senator Harris, of the officials in- 
terested in the Pan Electric organization, are 
not subject to subpœnas from the House Com- 
mittee ; they will simply be told that they have 
the privilege of appearing before the com- 
mittee to make any explanation they may see 
fit.
